Imported Horses Have Not Figured Extensively in 
Eastern Racing Since Opening at Bowie. 



(By ,T. R. .Tiffery). 

Baltimore, Md., May 14. — It cannot l)e said that 
the foreign bred thoroughbreds that have b«*cn fig- 
uring so extensively on tlie nicing programs since 
the oiH'ijing of the eastern racing season at Bowie, 
April 1. have set the world afire with tlieir iwr- 
formanees. Some of the foreigners, it is true, have 
ls*en able to win an iM*casional race, but the list 
of the victorious invaders is not only numerically 
weak, but deficient in the imiHirtant item of qual- 
ity. Leaving Kul Parr’s fine Freiieli horse Crimp- 
er out of consideration, the imiKirted Inirses tliat 
have lM*eii winning so far this season are a mediocre 
band, with the possible oxcejition of King Herod, 
wlmse clas.s is still a matter f<»r deb.ite. The n»c- 
ords show that of the 1».<U races run at Bowie. 
Havre <le (Irace and Pimlico up to ami including 
Wednesday last, only nineteen went to the credit 
of th<* foreigners .and of tlie niiietiHm, seven were 
won by horses whose sire or dam is an .\meri<*an 
tlionmglibreil that was expatriated during the re<-ent 
IM'riod of d«‘|>n>ssion in tin* breeding industry in 
this c.mntry. that followed the passage of repres- 
siniary legislation against racing some eight or ten 
years ago. In this latter class is included King 
Herod, a son of tlie unbeaten Colin, which sired 
King Herod during his brief term of serviie in the 
stud in England, lM*fore being rcturmal to this 
country some two or tliree years ago; Fan Tan, 
a fleet and shapely daughter of the brilliant Fitz 
Herbert, whose feats in this cmintry iM'fore his 
shipimuit to France some Iialf dozen years ago 
are still fresli in the minds of American race 
goers, and Laiul Lubber, a son of Mast H«*ad, whieli 
mare i.s by Y:ml .\rm Creeping .Tenny, !»y Peter, 
foaled I..aml Liibl>T siibse.pient to a visit to the 
court of the Knglisli staliion .1 iiggern.aut. The other 
foreigners tliat hav»* figun*d in the winning list 
include iTirn Harry, Corn d'assell. Beckn.t, Sunny 
Hill, Koy.il Writ, Irisli Kiss, Monikie and Afri»aii 
Arrow, all bred in England or Ireland, and Crimp- 
er, Piedra. Pl.ancy and Tlie Itelgi.in II.. whicIi 
were bred in Fram-e. 

Marked Improvement in Crimper’s Appearance. 

It looks, in view of bis re<*ent r.aces. as if 
Ual P;irr, Baltimore’s foremost turfman, lias in 
Crimper :i horse that will carry his colors witii dis- 
tinction in tlie important ra<*cs of tliis season. It 
will Ik* rcc:illcd that .Mr. I’arr paid for tliis 

promising Frcncii colt soon aH -r his im)>ortation 
into tills country last year. 'I'lic son of M:iintciion - 
Frizette, failcil to r:M<* up to the cxpeitations of 
his »»wner last fall :ind went into winter quarters 
with a tarnislied r<*piit:ition, :ifter having sliown 
some meritorius performances earlier in tiie season. 
Cnder tlie watchful eye ami painstaking methods of 
William C.irtli. .Mr. I'arr’s skillful trainer. Crimper 
show«*d marked improv«‘iiient as :i result of his 
wint**r’s respite ami when he made his debut for 
1917 at Pimlico last week, goo«l judg»*s were greatly 
impressed with liis appe.irance and predii-ted tliat 
he would liave to be reikoiud witli among the top 
Hoteliers of tin* season. Tlie diffienlty witli wlii<*h 
Harry P.iyne Wliifm*y’s great liorsi* Pennant de 
feated him by a narrow margin in tlie Pimlico 
.S|iring 1 l:indic:ifi Tuesday, ceiifirmeii this belief. 
CrimjM*r li:is a fine turn of speed, wlili*li lie seem- 
ingly is able to maintain to any rcason:ibl«* dis- 
tance, and he ;ippe;irs to Ik* likewise able to handle 
weight well. It took all th:it Pennant bad to beat 
Crimper l.-ist 'rnesuay. Pcriniint lias lacked the early 
dasli in liis reeent races that formerly characterized 
his raring, but lie ni:tkes up for tliat defi»*i<ncy li.v 
tlie manner in which he respomls to urging in the 
last half mile. His sensational stretih running 
in his last two r:ie<*s has worked tin* oiibsikers 
into a perfect frenzy of excitement ;ind ailmira- 
tion. There was a bit of snspieitui as to his coii- 
dition when lie pulled up after bis last race, but 
trainer Simons reported tlie following day tliat lie 
emeigcd from tlie race in fim* cmidit ion, in spit»* 
of tin* gruelling drive to wliieli he was snbji'eted 
under his exacting impost of Ell! iKinnds. 

W. P. Orr’s good liorse Iv«‘ocliares is to have a 
well e.irnetl rest for a month or so. When the 
popular son of Broomstiek Leayonarra ran fourth 
to Pcnn.ant, Crimper :ind Bnnes in the Pimlico 
Spring Handi(*ap 'J'm'sday. it m;irk«*d tin* first 
oc<*Jision on which he had finished worse than se<*- 
Olid siriee trainer .Tohn i’owers took him in cliarge 
at Saratoga last summer. In tin* meantime In* had 
starteil in twelve raees. :iImost invarialdy carrying 
liigli weights, and Iiad won upon seven occasions. 
While trainer Powers is satisfieit that traek condi- 
tions were not to his liking Tuesday. In* also has 
an idea that tin* horse may have staled off a bit 
as a result of bis long perioil of campaigning with- 
out a letup and so he will give him a respite from 
training for sinh time as may 1 m* necessary to 
freshen him \ip. I.A*oelmres lias been one of tin* 
most consistent Iiors<*s in training under trainer 
Powers’ man.igement and is a great public favor 
ite. Being as sound as a d<dlar, it may be cx- 
pccteil tliat In* will continue to race on for an 
indefinite length of time. While Leocliares is 
enjoying his vacation. Mr. Powers will be devot- 
ing partienlar attention to Harry Shaw and I’urt 
Liglit. two other popular horses that he recently 
took up for the summer ra«*ing ainl whose training 
is proceeding so satisfactorily that iHith will be 
sei'ii umb*r etdors before long. 

Fruit Cake Will Not Start in Kentucky Oaks. 

E. T. ZidlieolTer’s crack filly Fruit Cake is digi 
lile for the Kentm*ky Oaks, to be niii at Cliur<*liill 
Downs May L’.'i. but sin* will not take part in that 
race, if the present intentions of trainer W. A. 
Bnrttselicll are earried out. Slie has some staki* 
engagements in Canada tliat can be filled more ad 
vantageously at about tliat time, in the opinion of 
her trainer, and so she will not go to Kentucky . 

,\1 .M. Dick, which won the WiMidberry Handicap 
at IMmlico Wednesday at long od«ls, was given ser- 
ious consideration as a possible winner of tlie rare 
by notiody but his trainer. .1. W. tBiibi May, who is 
reported to have profited handsomely over the cidt’s 
vietory. 

The poor showing m.ide by Harry Payne Whitney’s 
Tumbler on Wednesday convim*ed many, wlio pre- 
viously entertained a giwMl opinion of this son of 
All Cold that he is an overrated horse.

yam was bred bj' Sir John Robinson. 

Marco, the sire of Omar Khayyam, was a good 
stake -winner and the sire of Neil Guw. Beppu. 
Mur<*ovil and other good horses. The victory of 
this horse will have a tendency to increase the re- 
8iK*ct of American owners for the English inipcrta- 
tions. 

Charles Borel, who piloted Omar Khayyam to 
victory, said a montli ago tlie colt would win the 
Derby if he got a fast track to run over. After the 
race Borel said he thought it w'as all off when he 
was jammed into the fence, but the colt recovered 
quickly and did everytliing asked of him. 

The amount handled in the niutuels on the Derby 
this year ext*eeded that of former seasons by a g<»od 
deal apd totaled $109,395. The total haudleil on 
the day also exceeded that of the best former day.
